People present: Jack Matthews, John Johnson 

This meeting took place at the Winona Police Department, both officers asking questions. 
They generally were interested in Mr. Flowers’ whereabouts on that day. Mr. Flowers was 
wearing blue jersey short pants, a blue shirt, and old tennis shoes. The defendant said that he 
got up that morning at his girlfriend’s house, the girlfriend being Connie Moore who lived at 
702A McNutt. The defendant stated that his girlfriend left for work that morning around 6 to 
6:30 A. M. The defendant stated that he got up after she left for work, which would be 
sometime after 6 to 6:30 A. M. Defendant said that he fixed breakfast which was cereal for 
Connie’s two children, and that sometime around 9:30 A.M. that morning he went to his 
sister’s house on Dennis Street. Later, at about 10:30 A. M. he went to Troy Yates’ store. 
Subsequently the defendant changed the time at which he supposedly went to his sister’s 
house to be approximately 9:10 A. M. that morning. The defendant also stated that Connie’s 
two children, LaMarcus and the smaller child, went to the Grandmother’s house and the 
defendant says that he saw them headed in that direction.

The defendant was asked if he had a gun or owned a gun, and the defendant emphatically 
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denied owning or having a gun. The defendant was asked if he had fired a gun that day and 
emphatically denied firing a gun that day. Later on at the end of the interview he was asked 

if he would submit to a gunshot residue test and he agreed to do that and after the interview 
did do that. 

The defendant was also questioned about his employment at Tardy Furniture Company. The 
defendant said that he began his employment on June 29 , 1996, which was a Saturday. That 
he worked for the rest of that week and worked the following week on the 1st, 2nd, and 3rd 
of July, that on July 3, he was sent to pick up some batteries for a golf cart and he stacked 
the batteries on the back of the truck. The defendant said that as he started to leave three of 
the batteries fell off of the truck and broke. Defendant said that Mrs. Tardy told him that the 
place where the batteries were purchased from would not make them good. That he would 
have to be responsible for paying for them because he did not load them correctly. The 
defendant said the store closed on the afternoon of the 3rd and that Mrs. Tardy had asked him 
if he needed some money for the weekend of the 4th and he said that he did. The defendant 
said Mrs. Tardy gave him $30 before he left on July 3rd. The defendant said that the 4th, of 
course, was a holiday, and he did not work July 4 and he did not return to work on July 5 
because he had relatives visiting and he did not go to work on the 6th either and did not show 
up for work on the following Monday, which would have been July 8. The defendant said 
that he called on Tuesday morning, July 9, and asked Mrs. Tardy if he still had a job and she 
told him that he did not because he was not reliable. The defendant asked Mrs. Tardy if he 
had any money coming and she said. No, because the loss of the batteries used up anything 
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that he had coming. The defendant denied any knowledge of the burglary that occurred at 
the Tardy Furniture Store on the weekend of July 6 or 7. 


Investigators John Johnson and Jack Matthews saw scratch marks on the defendant’s arm.

On this day the defendant took a polygraph examination administered by Robert 
Jennings at the Winona Police Station. The defendant signed a Rights Waiver to take 
the polygraph. Robert was the only one present there. The defendant was, reacted and 
showed deception on knowledge of both the burglary on the weekend of the 6th or 7th 
and on having knowledge of the murders, and was reactive and showed deception on 
having committed the murders. 

Robert Jennings saw scratch marks on the defendant’s arm and pointed them out to 
Investigator Matthews, who acknowledges that he had seen them earlier.

The defendant showed deception on Questions 5, 8, 11, and 14, with regard to questions 
about the murders at Tardy Furniture Company. 
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On July 18, 1996, at approximately 14:55 hours at the Winona Police Department, 
Curtis G. Flowers was interviewed by Investigator Jack Matthews and Wayne Miller. 
The defendant signed his Rights Waiver acknowledging that he had been advised of his 
rights at 14.58 hours and the defendant signed a waiver of those rights at approximately 
1500 hours. At this point an audio taped statement was taken from the defendant. 

The Officers then, while in route to Carroll County Sheriffs office obtained the 
defendant’s further consent to take his tennis shoes, and upon reaching the Carroll 
County Sheriffs office the defendant voluntarily submitted to photographing and 
fingerprinting. Upon completion of photographing and fingerprinting, the defendant 
was carried back to Winona to his home at 702A McNutt.

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July 23, 1996, at 1212 hours at the Winona Police Department the defendant was given 


his miranda warnings which he signed at 1215 and he further signed his rights waiver 
form at 1215. The waiver form is witnessed by Jack Matthews and also present was 
Wayne Miller. On this interview the defendant was specifically asked if he had been at 
the Angelica Uniform Factory at any time on the morning of July 16 and the defendant 
said No., he had not been. The defendant was also asked if he had been in town around 
the area of Tardy Furniture Store and the defendant said No, that he had not been. 

The officers then obtained a consent to search to take a pair of white Nike tennis shoes 
off Curtis Flowers feet and the defendant was specifically asked if he had any other 
tennis shoes other than the pair they had given him on the 18th and the pair that they 

were getting at that time and the defendant said. No, that these were the only two pair 
he had. 
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
